| City Council decided to open it up again as part

Planning for creeks is a specialty of Dr. Ann 
-) Riley of the Waterways Restoration Institute. It 
| was Riley who advised the city on the exact 

width the restored creek should measure. 
| “A creek has what she calls an “equilibrium 
width,’” said Struve. “If you make a creek too 
narrow, it will erode over time and become 
wider. If you make it too wide, it will make 
continual deposits. 
| “If it’s just right in the beginning, it shouldn’t 
) change much either way over the years.” 

Struve said Riley uses conventional hydraulic 
engineering data and then “reacts to it differ- 
ently,” based on her wide experience working 
jue] with creeks. Along with that “theoretical aspect” 
if! of planning, he said, she also directed the me- 
| chanical side of stabilizing the creek. 

Those who have visited the creek since con- 
struction began, but not recently, will now find 
that the bed has been regraded and certain rocks 
r onthe side slopes taken out. As a result, the bed 
is “flatter.” 

The sides have been stabilized for erosion in 
amanner that will eventually add to the beauty of 
the creek. In early November, willow and dog- 
wood cuttings harvested in other areas were 
bundled together, laid along the edges of the bed 
| andcovered with erosion-prevention fabric made 
| of coconut fiber. 

The bundles will immediately bring stability 
| tothe creeksides. In addition, they will also root, 
with the rootings also adding to stability. 

The bundles and individual pole cuttings

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Albany Police Department grants in limbo

ALBANY — A $100,000 federal grant for the Chief 
Operator Teen Driving Program seems to have run into 
a few snags since the City Council chose not to accept 
it earlier this month, and will not make its way onto the 
agenda again until 1997, 

The grant, which would have given another year of 
life to the highly unusual program run by Sgt. Bill 
Palmini and Sgt. Art Clemons, appears to have been 
pushed to the back burner and will not be coming up any 
time soon. Two other grants sought by the department, 
one to prevent traffic-related injuries and another to 
curb teen smoking, also seem to have gotten the ax, 
although the grants’ futures are hard to fathom, as 
Police Chief Larry Murdo has refused to comment on

Albany City Councilmember Thelma Rubin took the first ride down the new slide during the re-opening 
celebration of the Staniek Tot Lot Nov. 16.

Altogether, the three grants would have totalled 
more than $500,000 — $100,000 for Chief Operator, 
$75,000 for the traffic safety grant and a whopping 
$350,000 for the tobacco grant. 

Chief Operator is a rather unconventional program, 
run by the department since November 1992, in which 
the two sergeants perform as “Elvis and the Lawman” 
at Bay Area schools to promote traffic safety and 
discourage drunken driving among teens. During its 
three years of existence, the program was funded by 
more than $660,000 in federal grants. 

Apparently disheartened by the council’s 3-1 vote 
to not accept the grant, the department has gone back 
to the drawing board and will not submit a revised 
request until next year, according to Tanya Chalupa,

Chief Operator's program coordinator. The council 
cited a lack of rapport between the city’s youth and 
police, as well as “creative financing” in staff report 
submitted by Murdo, as reasons not to accept the 
federal funds. 

A glimpse into the financing of the Chief Operator 
grant — not made any easier by the fact that Murdo has 
refused comment — reveals the manner in which the 
original request was written had some rather large 
problems. The application appears to mislead the state 
Office of Traffic Safety as to how much time would be 
spent performing the duties outlined in the grant, 
allowing the city to pocket more than $30,000. 

According to Chris Murphy, project coordinator for

EL CERRITO — Police chief 
Linda Fellers and her daughter, 
April, were introduced and wel- 
comed to E] Cerrito at the Nov. 18 
meeting of the El Cerrito City Coun- 
cil. Mayor Norma Jellison said El 
Cerrito was “proud to be one of the 
few cities in the state of California 
to have a woman as our police 
chief.” 

“Tam ... truly honored to be here 
and to serve a community like El 
Cerrito,” Fellers said in response. 

The_new.chief-has-ne plans to 
make organizational changes in the 
department she’s headed since Oct. 
14. In the current chain of com- 
mand, Captain Bruce Nelson heads 
the department’s administrative di- 
vision, commander Jay Clark in- 
vestigations, and commander Scott 
Kirkland the patrol division. (The 
commanders rotate.) 

“I need to learn the organization 
before I start looking to see if there’s 
a better way of doing business,” she 
said, adding that, “I'll certainly be 
looking for ways individuals can 
broaden their experiences, whether 
that means broadening duties within 
a current assignment or rotating 
assignments, for example. 

“I do value employee develop- 
ment at all levels of the department, 
to help (staff members) grow in 
competence.” 

Some major changes are on the

School board reviews new design for middle school

ALBANY — District architects unveiled arevamped 
design for the new middle school at the school board’s 
meeting Nov. 12. The plan offers new details and 
modifications to meet environmental mitigations and 
soil survey results. 

The building itself has not changed much and will 
still feature an L-shaped design with peaked roofs 
fronting residential streets. It also includes “civic ele- 
ments” like peaked glass roofs over the resource center 
and gymnasium. 

Four classrooms have been eliminated from the 
original design, leaving 16 regular class rooms, two 


science laboratories, with a shared science lecture 
room, a specialized room for music and another for 
industrial arts. 

Other changes include moving the restroom to a 
more central location near the school entrance and 
“pushing” the northern staircase into the building to 
provide a greater buffer to an adjacent access road and 
future creek restoration site. Off campus, the district 
will construct a covered bus shelter on Masonic Av- 
enue for student drop-off and pickup activity. 

On a larger scale, district architect Ken Kerch said 
the slope on the property has also changed the design. 

“We didn’t have a soil survey until late in the 
process. One thing we found is that we have a 14-foot 


fall from the street to the BART path. We’re looking 
for a very economic way to deal with that. We are 
trying not to have any retaining walls,” Kerch said. 

The solution, Kerch said, is to build the school with 
the east to west slope of the property so that hallways 
on the Brighton Avenue side of the building will 
include- ramps with a one and a half-foot slope. 
Hardcourt areas will have no more than a 2 percent 
slope, Kerch said. 

As for the building's color, Kerch as yet has no 
recommendations. “That’s a little further in the pro- 
cess.

El Cerrito resident questions council’s attitude

EL CERRITO — City Councilmember 
Norman La Force came in for some scath- 
ing criticism from a resident at the Nov. 18 
council meeting. Comments made by 
Priscilla Enriquez criticizing his actions 
resulted in a public apology from La Force. 

Enriquez also directed her comments 
to the council in general, since she be- 
lieves “inappropriate” action by one mem- 
ber should be “dealt with publicly” by the 
council as a whole. 

Enriquez was an applicant forthe coun- 
cil position left vacant by former mayor 
Cathie Kosel, who moved to Kensington 
and resigned her seat in August. That seat 
was filled by Gina Brusatori. 

At the time of the interview, council 
members urged all applicants to continue 
to pursuc oe ED in serving the city

by applying to commission seats. Enriquez 
applied to the Planning Commission for a 
vacant seat Nov. 4. That seat was filled by 
former Redevelopment Advisory Com- 
mittee member Sandia Potter. 

Characterizing herself as “a friend and 
past supporter of the city,” Enriquez criti- 
cized the council’s “conduct and interac- 
tion with the public.” She said that, during 
the commission interview, La Force had 
“smugly asked” where she was “during 
the weeks when their was active cam- 
paigning for Measures G and H.” 

Enriquez felt the question was “wholly 
inappropriate” when asked of a candidate 
for the planning commission. 

“.this citizen’s interest in serving her 
cily was narrowly defined by whether I did 
or did not walk precints and hand out flicrs 
in support of Measures G and H,” she said. 

Even less appropri ate, she believes, yas 


ys 


La Force’s question concerning hers and 
her husband’s lack of public endorsement 
of the measures. Enriquez husband is an 
elected official — a board member of the 
Stege Sanitary District. She felt the ques- 
tion reflected an inappropriate interest in 
seeing the public political support of “an 
applicant's husband.” 

The entire council, she believes, “seem- 
ingly condoned, albeit inadvertantly” La 
Force’s question “by their silence.” 

Enriquez drew a parallel between the 
situation, in which she feels she was treated 
witha lack of respect, and the perception of 
mistrust expressed by some vocal oppo- 
nents of Measure H. 

She feels that perception is fed by inci- 
dents like those she experienced. (Enriquez 
also said La Force fell asleep during the 
course of her council interview. He apolo- 
gized for this. One outspoken critic of the

council later characterized the incident 
“as something that could happen to any of 
us.”) 

Enriquez said the council “should de- 
velop and adopt a code of conduct” that 
would preclude one council member from 
using his position to “interrogate citi- 
zens. 

She also asked for a public appology 
from La Force. 

She received it. In his apology, La 
Force said he took “full responsibility for 
whatever disrespect you felt” but had 
“meant no disrespect at any time in any 
meeting or conversation.” 

La Force also told the audience that 
other council members had “called him 
to task” following the council meeting 
for the question he had asked. He directed

‘makes it to the big time 


“HOW DEAR TO THIS HEART are the scenes 
of my childhood when fond recollection presents 
them to view ...” 

Over the years, when smarmy talk in praise of 
Albany’s small town ambience has gotten too 
thick to trudge through, I’ve put out here an 
allegedly definitive small town for comparison 
purposes.

SOI WAS DELIGHTED last week when 
Chardon burst upon the national scene for all to 
see. For three nights in a row the big channels 
took us there to show, for our amazement, 
Chardon’s phenomenal snowfall. Tom said it is 
often called “Ohio’s snow capital.” Dan said it is 
called “Ohio’s maple syrup capital.” Peter drove 
us down Main Street, buried in the 30" of snow 
that had fallen in three hours or so and was still 
coming down. 

Best of all, scoops being my passion, I had 
scooped the biggies. You know how in all events 
our media find a phrase and everybody repeats it, 
like “Panamanian strong-man Manuel Noriega” or 
“and her friend Ronald Goldman.” In Chardon’s 
case, explanations of “The Lake Effect” 
permeated the airwaves. I mentioned here in this 
space last year how the Arctic snow blows across 
Canada, picks up moisture from Lake Erie, sails 
across Cleveland and dumps its load on the first 
hill it comes to, Chardon. So I imagined Albany 
readers saying, “Hah, Dan, old news. We know all 
about ‘The Lake Effect.’” 

SWEETEST OF ALL, I learned they still have 
little girls in Chardon. Tom interviewed a 10- __ 
year-old to ferret out her reaction to the sudden 
snow. She didn’t mention there were no snow 
shovels to be had for love or money at Van 
Gorder’s Hardware or even that there would be no 
school today. She was just eager to get out there 
among the falling flakes. 

I imagined she had opened her eyes that 
morning to see the white light on the ceiling

reflecting the first silent snow of winter that had 
come in the night. She probably leapt gleefully 
out of bed, put on sweaters, her green snow pants, 
her brown and red striped mackinaw, mittens, 
boots, ear muffs and wool hat. Like Charlie 
Brown stuffed into his snow suit, she didn’t dare 
fall over or she’d be marooned. 

Could be that she shined up the runners, rusted 
in the summer humidity, of her Flexible Flyer and 
hustled to the slopes of Court Street or South 
Hambden — well, not South Hambden on the first 
day. It’s steeper and longer than Court, too long a 
walk back. 

HER PALS, POLLY AND Marjorie and 
Marion, were there with their sleds. All the kids 
are out, some piling on a sled prone, three or four 
deep, caroming down the hill, falling into the 
drifts as they go. Some sitting up in twos and 
threes, steering with their feet. Some in singles 
doing belly flops. Rounding out the Barrel of 
Monkeys Effect, the bad boys she loves to hate 
are there, thinking they’re so darned funny by 
waylaying her at mid-hill, causing her to veer off 
into a tree. 

At twilight, she trudges, the only word for it, 
home to warm up her numb toes while listening to 
Jack Armstrong, the All American Boy. She 
trudges down Water Street, snow caked on her 
green pants, through snow up to her waist, — 
through snow whirling in the halo of the low-tech 
street lights, through snow glistening like millions 
of diamonds on the tree branches. That’s how it is 
in Chardon, Ohio, on the wonderful first day. 


CONFIDENTIAL TO MY NEIGHBORS on 
Ventura and Tulare, between Marin and Sonoma: My 
cat William returned home, yelling and carrying on, 
after his mysterious two-week hiatus.

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EC wants fair share 
of regionalfees’

EL CERRITO — When she at- 
tends next month’s meeting of the 
West Contra Costa County Trans- 
portation Advisory Committee, City 
Councilmember Jane Bartke will 
vote against any regional 
submitigation fee program that as- 
signs 80 percent of its revenues to 
improvements on Highway 4. 

Ata study session on the new fee 
program Nov. 18, other council 
members made it clear that they 
want transportation impact fees 
imposed on West County develop- 
ers to go to projects that support 
mass transit, not more vehicular 
traffic. 

“Somehow it seems that should 
be more equitable,” said council 
member Mae Ritz. “Fifty-fifty? 
Something along that line.” 

“T think it should be 80 percent/ 
20 percent the other way,” Mayor 
Norma Jellison said later in the 
meeting, “but I would compromise 
at 50-50.” 

Monies not designated for High- 
way 4 improvements (Councilmem- 
ber Norman La Force characterized 
that work as “nothing but an expan- 
sion project’’) have been designated 
to two transit projects, one in El 
Cerrito. (The second has to do with 
development around Richmond’s 
BART station). Monies raised will 
supplement Measure C funds to 
build a parking garage at the El 
Cerrito BART station. 

Jellison sent her own strong mes- 
sage to the Contra Costa Transpor- 
tation Authority regarding that 
project. She told CCTA staff mem- 
ber Martin Engleman that the au- 
thority should be asked to justify its 
reduction of funding assigned to El 
Cerrito’ s parking structure by Mea- 
sure C. More revenues were ex- 
pected from the 1/2-cent sales tax 
approved in 1988 than have been 
generated; projects have taken an 
across-the-board cut. 

* Jellison pointed out, however, 
that the El Cerrito project was the 
only one assigned a specific amount 
of money by the voters. Contra 
Costa County voters approved an 
allocation of $5 million for the park- 
ing structure. Though other projects 
were named, they were not assigned 
specific funding. She feels the au-

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thority has overriden the stated 
message of the voters. 

Measure C funding for the ga- 
rage has been reduced to $4.5 mil- 
lion. Since the cost is now esti- 
mated at $6 million, $1.5 million 
will have to be obtained from the 
Subregional Transportation Mitiga- 
tion Program now being established 
in West County, as required by 
Measure C. 

“Now we're being asked to as- 
sess developers to add more rev- 
enue to (the reduced Measure C 
allocation),” said Ritz. 

Engleman, however, used the 
$1.5 million figure as a justification 
for Highway 4’s receiving the lion’s 
share of fee funding. 

He pointed out that El Cerrito, 
because of its smaller level of de- 
velopment, is projected to generate 
less than $200,000 over the life of 
the program and will thus receive a 
significant return on its contribu- 
tion. Richmond and Hercules, which 
will generate much more revenue 
in development fees, support the 
Highway project, he noted. 

Council members didn’t see that 
as the point. Both La Force and Ritz 
said Measure C was not “sold to the 
voters” as a highway enhancement 
program. La Force even warned 
that, if Measure C revenues are seen 
as a “highway builders trust fund” 
rather than as support funding for 
environmentally-oriented transpor- 
tation alternatives, the voters will 
turn it down next time. 

In general, council members 
seemed to support a fee program 
that would charge developers $700 
per single family residence, $299 
per unit in multi-housing projects 
and 12 cents per square foot for 
large retail projects (commercial 
fees would range from 10 cents to 
20 cents). That amount should gen- 
erate about $4.6 million. 

They believe strongly, howevér, 
that transit-based development (at 
least that built within 1/4 mile of a 
station, should trigger a reduced 
fee. The question was also raised as 
to whether infill development 
should pay as much as “urban 
sprawl” develop on virgin land. 

Five cities must agree on any fee 
program established in West 
County: El Cerrito, Richmond, 
Pinole, San Pablo and Hercules.

Continuing steps 
to redevelop 


El Cerrito Plaza 


In my last article I discussed 
the first two steps and their time 
line for the redevelopment of the 
El Cerrito Plaza. These steps 
and timetable apply to any one 
of the seven proposals since 
they all seek assistance from the 
E] Cerrito Redevelopment 
Agency. Hence, even the two 
proposals from owners Bilak 
and Pentz will have to follow 
the same steps. 

The last article discussed the 
selection the developer and the 
entering into an Exclusive 
Negotiating Rights Agreement 
(ENRA) with the developer that 
is selected. If that runs its usual 
course, we will be somewhere in 
May ’97 at which time the next 
step can begin. 

The next step is the actual 
performance of the activities 
that were negotiated in the 
ENRA. From the Developer’s 
side this typically includes the 
preparation of the site plans for 
the project, a determination of 
the project feasibility by 
comparing development costs to 
projected revenues, identifying 
financing sources, and 
conducting the required 
environmental review (from 
None to a full Environmental 
Impact Report). There are many 
other activities, but this list 
highlights some of the key ones. 

From the Agency’s side, it 
needs to determine the level of 
environmental review, identify 
relocation expenses for existing 
property holders, and work on 
obtaining property appraisals at 
the appropriate time, should that 
be necessary. 

In an Exclusive Negotiating 
Rights Agreement, both the 
Agency and Developer agree to 
work together. The Agency 
agrees that it will not negotiate 
with another developer, and the 
developer agrees to focus his

resources on meeting the 
conditions of the ENRA. 

This performance period can 
take anywhere from nine to 18 
months. Based on our 
hypothetical time line that would 
place the Agency and developer 
somewhere between January, 98 to 
September ’98. Much depends on 
how fast the developer works to 
complete its tasks. 


The ENRA period includes 
negotiating the next agreement 
which is called the Development 
and Disposition Agreement or 
DDA. The DDA commits the 
developer and Agency to 
complete the activities that are 
required to see the project 
through completion. On the 
developer’s side these include 
the submission of site plans to 
the Planning Commission and 
the Design Review Board for 
approval, execution of leases 
with tenants, and deposit of 
agreed-upon funds for any 
property that may be acquired 
through eminent domain or 
purchase. The Agency’s 
activities include resolving the 
property ownership issues as 
agreed upon in the ENRA. This 
can mean purchasing property 
owned by others in the project, 
buying out leases and paying 
relocation costs, or taking legal 
action through eminent domain, 
if that is necessary. The process 
can take anywhere from nine to 
18 months. Our time line is now 
out to a period between 
September ’98 and May ’99. 


The next step is contracting 
for and construction of the 
project. The Developer must get 
any other permits that may be 
required, contract with a general 
contractor for actual 


construction work, and 
completion of construction. This 
takes anywhere from 14 months 
to 24 months. The major portion 
of time here is how long it will 
take to do the construction. This 
phase may also include phasing 
itself. For example, a developer 
could agree to first build Phase I 
of the project and lease that 
space with new or existing 
tenants and then move on to 
Phase II. 


However one looks at this, 
the project will not be complete 
until around 2000. So, for 
example, if we take the Bilak 
proposal and assume it was the 
project as outlined that the 
Agency approved, we can see 
that at the most optimistic, the 
actual completion of the 
construction of the proposed 
Wal-Mart on the property 
owned by Pentz would be 
somewhere around December- 
January 2000. 


This is a brief overview of 
the steps and timetable for the 
redevelopment of the Plaza. It 
should be stressed that the 
initiation of this process was at 
the request of the Bilak 
ownership group, which had 
made a request to the Agency 
for the redevelopment of the 
Plaza. Once that the process 
began with the Request for 
Proposals (RFP), the Agency is 
bound by law to follow a set of 
laws and procedures that apply 
to all developers who have 
submitted proposals in response 
to the RFP. It is the Agency’s 
intention to meet its legal duties 
in this regard and to redevelop 
the El Cerrito Plaza in a way 
that responds to the needs of El 
Cerrito.

Instead 
of going into great detail about 
what a fascinating (and 
wonderful) man he is, I will 
instead attach a piece I wrote 
about him.” 


Her ‘piece’ caught my 
interest immediately. When her 
father refused to be interviewed 
or have his name mentioned, I 
decided her ‘piece’ was too 
good to ignore. So I give it to 
you now in its entirety: 


My dad and I can set our 
watches by each other. Every 
Tuesday and Thursday after I 
drive my son’s carpool, I head 
back to the main street in our 
town (Albany). Rain or shine, 
between 8:10 and 8:15 a.m., I 
know I'll spot him. I count on 
my dad being there, wearing his 
big, oversized orange parka and 
walking with the gait of a 
teenager — no one would ever 
believe that he’ll celebrate his 
80th birthday soon. Most days 
he is plugged into his walkman 
— my dad is teaching himself 
Japanese by listening to tapes on 
his daily morning walks. He 


knows we’ll run into each other 
and at least once a week he 
brings me a ‘life support’ bag 
filled with articles and tidbits 
that he thinks would interest me. 
Each time its contents differ, but 
the message is the same — take 
care of yourself. This week 
there was a coupon for 50 
percent off on film 
development, an article on 
breast cancer and the benefits of 
self examination and an article 
on skin care and vitamins. Once 
in a while he finds and cuts out 
an article about one of my old 
high school classmates — 
they’re getting married, have 
received a promotion, are 
moving out of town or back into 


town, As I leaf through the 
contents of the bag I realize that 
it isn’t about sharing pieces of 
paper, it’s about sharing pieces 
of our lives. 


I pull up beside him, beep my 
horn and he deftly hops in. 
Together we go to Peet’s or 
Starbucks to have a cup of 
coffee and a scone, but more 
importantly, to connect. As we 
sit sipping our coffees we talk 
about what each of us has 
planned for the day “I’m going 
to a lecture on the UC campus, 
then over to the City — they’re 
having the monthly brown bag 
opera at the Galleria, you 
know,” he tells me. I had never 
realized the full life my dad led 
while I sat at my work staring at 
my computer screen each day. 
I’m not sure what I thought he 
did, but I know I didn’t think he 
did so much. As we got ready to 
leave our table last Tuesday, I 
turned to him and said, “See you 
Thursday morning.” I'd love 
to,” he replied, “but I’m taking a 
sushi-making class. Can we 
have lunch instead?” 


Although our morning ritual 
only began when I stopped 
working in the City a little over 
a year ago, my ability to count 
on him has been there since I 
took my first breath. 


As a young child I would sit 
by the window staring at the 
street until he pulled up in his 
cherished ’49 Studebaker. When 
I was growing up, hé used to 
spend a few hours each weekend 
just tinkering around that car. 
He adorned it with every gizmo 
invented. I’m sure it was the 
only car around that had a rear- 
view mirror that reflected a 
width of 50 yards. “Better to be 
safe than sorry,” he’d tell me. 


His wisdom seemed unending 
as did his patience. Whenever 
we brought home school forms 
that required our parents to list 


their vocation, I always filled in 
the line entitled, “Father’s 
Occupation” myself. I loved 
telling my friends what he did. 
“My dad’s a chemist,” I would 
say, bursting with pride. 


“You saved the Chronicle’s 
pink section for me, didn’t 
you?” is his usual Tuesday 
morning question. “Dad, you 
know I always do,” I say, 
handing over my own sack of 
trivia I’ve gathered for him. 
Each week, my bag for him 
contains the pink section, or 
course, some schoolwork from 
my son (his only grandchild) 
and usually a clipping of an 
event I think he may want to 
attend. 


This man, who makes his 
own jam, takes sea-kayaking 
lessons, holds the anchor ropes 
for my son while he rock 
climbs, has more volunteer 
hours at my son’s school than I 
do, yet manages to serve on the 
board of his mother’s nursing 
home, ushers at any event he 
can at Zellerbach, and never 
misses a production of the San 
Francisco opera, still makes me 
feel as if he has all the time in 
the world for me. 


When I was 14 I joined the 
Girl Sea Scouts, better know at 
the ‘Mariners.’ It was the night 
before the annual Mariner’s 
Regatta and, with a barely 
legible photocopy of 
instructions, I sat on my bed 
struggling to tie several types of 
knots our troop was going to be 
tested on the next day. I fell 
apart on my bed and cried, 
knowing I’d never memorize all 
of them by morning. That’s 
when I heard a gentle knocking 
on my bedroom door.

“Linda, what’s the matter?” 
he asked softly.

Confusion on district 
volunteer policy 


Over the last few weeks 
several schools in the district 
have informed volunteers that in 
order to continue working in the 
school they must take a TB test 
and be fingerprinted at the 
District office. The sudden 
implementation of apparently 
long-standing district policy 
caught volunteers by surprise. 

Schools hoping to organize 
on-site testing and 
fingerprinting were told their 
efforts would not be covered 
under the district’s insurance 
liability policy. 

Implementation of the policy 
appears to be uneven as my 
random survey of five active 
volunteers at five different 
schools revealed only two had 
been informed of the need for 
testing. 

While there is widespread 
support for TB testing and 
fingerprinting, concern was 
expressed about the suddenness 
of the policy’s implementation 
well after the start of the school 
year. For many working parents 
and volunteers, going to the 
downtown administrative office 
up to three times to complete 
testing is a hardship and a 
disincentive to volunteering. 

I would like to use this 
column to help get the word on 
solutions to this problem. Can 
local health clinics and police 
stations step in and provide 
these services? What is your 
school doing to comply with 
these district regulations?

the same heights as some of her 
friends and contemporaries, her 
solo recordings have found a 
strong following. Tillery won a 
Bammy (Bay Area Music Award) 
for “Best Independently Produced 
Album” and was twice named 
“Outstanding Female Vocalist” at 
the Bay Area Jazz Awards.

‘Finzi-Continis’: the elegant life restores

While filmmakers are laboring 
away making rew films, too many 
of them so forgettable that ’m 
often hard-pressed to remember 
what I reviewed the week before, 
film restorers, bless their little 
hearts, are working just as hard 
saving old treasures from video 
hell. Which means that instead of 
wasting time on, say, High School 
High, you might have gotten your 
kicks recently at a masterpiece 
like Vertigo. Or Vittorio de Sica’s 
The Garden of the Finzi-Continis, 
playing at San Francisco’s Em- 
barcadero Cinema. 

“Garden,” based on Giorgio 
Bassani’s autobiographical novel, 
is as cool as its subject is searingly 
emotional. It’s set in Ferrara, Italy, 
in the years from 1938 to 1943. 
Street rallies proclaim the glory 
of “Il Duce” (Mussolini), and 
Hitler’s Nuremberg Laws are be- 
ing adopted little by little in Italy. 
The Jews are expelled from the 
tennis club, then the’ public 
schools, the universities, the li- 
braries, the professions. 

Meanwhile, the aristocratic 
Jewish Finzi-Contini family main- 
tain their luxurious lifestyle be- 
hind the walls of their “garden,” 
really a good-sized city park. “The 
Finzi-Continis never leave their 
castle,” says one young man, 
among a group invited for tennis 
at the Finzi-Continis’ private court 
after the Jews have been thrown 
out of the tennis club. The large 
group of white-clad young people 
act nonchalant, as if the new regu- 
lations barely touched their lives. 
Most of them are Jewish, with the 
exception of the handsome Com-

Never Say Die: What is it about college 
football that turns perfectly normal people like me 
into raving loonies? 

Why was I decked out from head to toe in’a 
silly outfit of blue and gold, screaming insults at 
anyone or anything in red? 

It was because last Saturday was the traditional 
day for the end-of-the-year football arch-rivalries, 
the day when Cal plays Stanford, Michigan plays 
Ohio State, and — in my case — when UCLA 
plays USC. 

Not that I went to UCLA; I went to Yale. But 
my big brother, whom I worshipped as any little 
brother does, was at UCLA when I was a boy, and 
that was enough to turn me into a raving Bruin fan 
for life. (You have to stay true to the myths of 
your childhood, right?) So I flew down to LA, and 
my brother and I went to the game. 

Now, I know most of you are Cal fans, and you 
think of UCLA as the something akin to Oz, the 
Great and Powerful. 

But for us Bruin fans, UCLA seems more like 
Dorothy, the Small and Meek. That’s because we 
inhabit the same city as the biggest, baddest 
football factory of them all — the mighty Trojans 
of USC. The one with five — or is it six? — 
Heisman trophy winners, and all those 350-pound 
linemen. 

So for us, UCLA vs. USC is always David vs. 
Goliath. And in real life, Goliath usually wins. To 
be a UCLA fan is always an exercise in masoch- 
ism, like rooting for the Brooklyn Dodgers against 
the New York Yankees, or Apple vs. Microsoft. 

And for most of the game, that’s exactly the 
way it looked. The Trojans ran right through, 
around, and over us. It was boys vs. men. Time 
after time, we had to endure the sight of the 
Trojan mascot celebrating another touchdown by 
riding around on a white horse while the USC 
band played the “March of the Trojan Warriors.” 

Back in the UCLA rooting section, the mood 
was getting pretty glum. With only six minutes to 
go our boys were down by 17 points, and USC 
had the ball. Not a soul in the stadium thought 
UCLA had a chance. 

I can’t describe what happened then. I was 
there, and even I don’t believe it happened. 
Somehow JSC fumbled, and we recovered, and to 
make a long story short, UCLA won in double 
overtime, 48-41. There was pandemonium on the 
field, pandemonium in the stands, and I’m still 
hoarse from jumping up and down and screaming. 

And my brother? He wasn’t there. Like every- 
one else, he was sure UCLA was dead meat. So he 
left at halftime and drove home. 

Now, I know this is silly. I know that college 
football is actually little more than a farm system 
for the pros. I know about Lawrence Phillips and 
Christian Peter and all the other thugs and hood- 
lums in uniform. 

But sometimes, just sometimes, something 
happens that reminds you of what Grantland Rice 
was talking about when he said, “It doesn’t matter 
whether you win or lose, but how you play the 
game.” 

The same day that UCLA beat SC, Yale lost to 
its arch-rival, Harvard, in-what was Yale coach 
Carmen Cozza’s last game. I’m sorry Yale lost, 
mostly because I would have liked to see Cozza 
go out on a winning note. 

His finest moment came during his worst 
moment: the infamous 1969 game against 
Harvard. Both teams went into that final game 
undefeated; and for Yale, it was probably the 
greatest Yale team ever. On it were two stars who 
went on to the NFL: Brian Dowling (the model for 
Doonesbury’s “B.D.”) and Calvin Hill, who 
played many years for the Dallas Cowboys (and is 
the father of Detroit Pistons star Grant Hill.) 

Here’s what happened. With only 42 seconds to 
go, Yale had the ball and a 29-13 lead. There was 
no way the Elis weren’t going to win. No way. 

Way. The Yale fullback fumbled the ball, and 
Harvard recovered and scored a quick touchdown. 
They made an on-side kick and scored another 
touchdown with no time on the-clock, ending the 
game in a 29-29 tie. 

The next day, the headline in the Harvard 
Crimson read, “Harvard defeats Yale, 29-29.” 

And painful as it is for all Yalies to admit it, 
the headline was right on target. To this day, the 
1969 game is known in Cambridge as “the great- 
est victory in Harvard history.” And in New 
Haven, it’s known as “the worst defeat in Yale 
history.” 

But what nobody knew until Dowling and Hill 
revealed it in the current issue of the Yale alumni 
magazine is that during that last Harvard drive 
they went up to Cozza and begged him to put 
them in the game on defense. After all, even 
though they were offensive stars, they were better 
athletes than the whole defensive lineup com- 
bined. 

Cozza refused. “I’m sorry, I can’t do that,” he 
said. “Think of what it would to do those young 
men who have played those positions all year 
long.” 

Carm Cozza may have “lost” that 1969 game, 
and he lost last Saturday, but he always has been 
and always will be a winner.

the OTS, such a move would have been illegal. The 
grant would have been paid on a quarterly basis, 
reimbursing the city for the two officers’ time. 

While the grant stipulated Palmini spend 75 percent 
of his man hours on the program and Clemons 25 
percent, according to Murdo’s staff report, the two 
would have performed the duties during overtime — at 
arate of $44.80 per hour, or 50 percent higher than their 
normal $29.57 rate. As calculated by Murdo, the two 
would have worked on the program for 476 hours 
during the year-long grant period.

By next month, there will be three 
vacancies in the ECPD Corporal Preston Thompson is 
retiring. Two officers have accepted positions else- 
where. 

Oral and written examinations for the positions 
have been completed; background checks are now 
being made on different candidates. 

“By the end of the year, I hope to have three good 
people on board,” she said. 

When asked whether she'd like to expand the de- 
partment even further, Fellers said, “I would love to 
have additional officers. I think there’s a lot we could 
do. 

“One of my big goals here is to gets more involved 
with a community policing approach to handling our 
crime problem,” she said. “Some of that certainly 
would involve concentrating our efforts where there 
are problems.” 

As one example, Fellers pointed to the BART path 
as a place where different community members would 
like to see additional patrol officers. That focus, she 
said, has come both from members of the department 
and the community in general. 

Even during the period she was applying for the 
chief’s position and going through the interview pro- 
cess, Fellers said she was “struck by the city’s Neigh- 
bor to Neighbor survey, in which half the people said 
they use the BART path for one form of recreation or 
another. 

“You won't find many communities like that,” she 
said. “...At the same time, a very large percentage of 
people don’t feel safe there, especially at certain times 
during the day. 

“T think there’s a message loud and clear to the 
police department... that we need to make that area 
safe,” she said. 

Fellers said she would “certainly want to put (addi- 
tional officers) where they are most needed. That’s one 
area of need.” 

: Another area of need has also caught the “attention” 
of the chief, she said, “perhaps because I’m coming 
from another county, and I’m not used to crime pat-

pinned into them will both sprout and will eventually 
grow into trees, lining the running water.

Those who attended the presentation focused on the 
cost of the new school, what types of siesmic safety 
features will be included, whether the building’ s size is 
adequate (one parent spoke for a third science lab) and 
the amount of time it will take for completion.

Among the suggestions forwarded by Swan’s clique, 
which are reflected rather accurately in the task force’s 
survey —a teen cafe, a “youth forum,” increased bus 
service, and a bit less attention from the police depart- 
ment. 

“All they want to do is harass people,” said Sean 
Hart, 17, a rather harmless-,ooking youth who said 
police have followed him during daylight hours for no 
apparent reason other than his age. 

While the specific complaints varied somewhat among 
different groups of students around the school — some 
wanted a better video arcade, others better interaction 
among various ethnic and social groups, and one for 
Albany to be annexed by the City of Berkeley, which is 
where most of the city’s teens say they hang out— talk of 
police harassment was nearly universal. 

“Maybe it’s the cops that make it weak,” said one 
17-year-old student who said he too has been harassed 
“for no reason.” 

According to Police Chief Larry Murdo, officers 
following teens is not an uncommon practice. “I’m not 
terribly surprised about these assertions,” he said, 
citing a need for increased understanding of the law 
among students. 

“I thoroughly understand why some of them fecl the 
way they feel. Whether or not it alienates (youth), this 
is an unfortunate part of government,” he said. 

At Albany Middle School, although the cigarettes 
were not present, the dissatisfaction certainly was. 
Talk ranged from students being kicked out of the 
Albany Library for being too loud to, once again, 
harassment by police, who seem to have left youth with 
the impression that itis illegal to skateboard in Albany.

While Murdo refused comment on Monday, he said 
earlier this month that he was unaware the two officers 
were supposed to spend so much time on the program.

“It seems like there’s a higher than average robbery 
rate in this city, both armed robberies and strong arm 
robberies.” 

(In police jargon, “robberies” refer to thefts from 
the person, in the person’s presence, whether weapons, 
physical force or threats are used, Burglaries and other 
types of thefts are classified differently.) 

Fellers believes that, compared to other jurisdic- 
tions in West County, El Cerrito is “very safe,” particu- 
larly as “safety for people in their homes” is concerned. 


There are “comparatively low numbers” among those 


crimes which tend to make people feel uncomfortable 
in their own homes, she said, things like drive-by 
shootings, burglaries, reports of prowlers and residen- 
tial robberies. 

She does see “comparatively more commercial rob- 
beries” than she would like to see in a city like El 
Cerrito. The numbers do make sense, considering that 
most take place along San Pablo Avenue, she said. 

“Tt’s understandable. It’s an area where it’s easy 
to make a quick get-away. You have a fast-moving 
arterial with several points of access to a freeway. 
They’re the kinds of things a commercial robber is 
looking for. 

In general, she said, “I’m pleased that we are com- 
paratively lower than our neighbors. I still think there’s 
work to be done. I want to make us more safe.” 

Fellers also addressed the concept of community 
policing, in which members of the police department 
and the community “work together to solve the crime 
and safety problems in the community.” 

It’s a concept she believes will work in El Cerrito, 
where she’s already found that “so many people are 
active in the community ... really care and get in- 
volved.” 

She believes that police departments and city gov- 
ernments that try that approach sometimes make two 
major mistakes. 

One prerequisite to a successful program, she be- 
lieves, is that “members of each (department and 
community groups) come together to get some agree- 
ment” on an approach to problems of crime and safety.

Retirement planning; the self-employed 


IRA is one of the easiest to establish 
and inexpensive to administer. Plus, 
a SEP-IRA is the only retirement 
plan that can be established and 
funded until your tax return is due. 

Here is how it works: Each em- 
ployee sets up his or her own IRA. 
Then both the employer and em- 
ployee sign a contribution agree- 
ment for the plan. The plan is flex- 
ible and requires no annual govern- 
ment reporting. 

The maximum you (as the em- 
ployer) may contribute in one year 
is 15 percent of an employee’s an- 
nual compensation for each person. 
You may not count compensation 
in excess of $150,000 annually, as 
adjusted periodically for inflation. 
The employer’s contributions are 
discretionary, so you can contrib- 
ute as much as you want (up to the 
maximum) in any given year.

I recently received duplicate 
“mailings” of the “Albany 
Update.” First of all, I would 
like to point out the redundancy 
of mailing each child enrolled in 
the Albany USD, as opposed to 
families with children enrolled 
in Albany schools. To mail to 
each child, not only involves 
increased postage costs, but also 
increased paper cost and labor 
cost. I am sure a software 
program exists that can establish 
a database of families vs. 
children that you could use in 
future mailings. I would urge 
your business manager to look 
into acquiring such a program. 

Although the above is an 
important issue, the true reason I 
was prompted to write to you 
was because I found the 
“Albany Update” information, 
especially that contained in No. 
2, offensive. It was offensive 
because it appears to me to be 
the type of negative information 
(or misinformation) that citizens 
are being bombarded with 
nowadays. For instance, you 
know perfectly well that the 
majority of teachers in AUSD 
work well beyond the 181 days. 
Perhaps what you should have 
noted is that although teachers 
are contracted to work 181 days, 
most teachers put in significant 
amounts of overtime, not only 
during the actual 181 days, but 
also on holidays, weekends and 
summertime. I cannot tell you 
the last time my husband, Doug, 
was able to read a book or even 
watch a TV program since the 
beginning of school. It is simple 
math to divide his yearly salary 
by 181 days (which I am sure 
was the intent of this 
information), but a more 
realistic number would be to 
divide his salary by the total 
hours spent on education 
Albany’s children. Shame on 
you for disseminating such 
misleading statistics. 

Second, as a citizen who 
values their privacy, I find it 
offensive that you published the 
salary schedule. If a person 
wants to know the salary 
schedule, let them call or go to 
the District. To mass mail to the 
entire AUSD population is an 
attempt, on your part, to further 
inflame the populace with the 
cry that AUSD teachers are 
making enough money. Did you 
take the opportunity to point out 
that the way we reward a teacher 
who has 20 years (or 25 or 30) 
of service in AUSD is to 
withhold a salary promotion for 
five years? And when the five 
years for a step salary increase 
arrives, the increase is less than 
$100 a month. Where was that 
information? Mr. Hudson, do 
you want your salary, your 
benefits, your employment 
perks, etc. publicized to the 
entire AUSD population? Yes, it 
is public information, but in 
reality only a small number of 
people know the actual 
numbers. How would that make 
you feel to have your income 
information mass mailed to 
AUSD families? Well, if you are 
honest with yourself, you will 
understand my feelings.

Martin would finish the regular sea- 
son with 1,030 yards and 14 touch- 
downs. After one game Martin called 
him the best back he’s ever coached. 
Yet, Berkeley was able to rally itself in 
his absence at Skyline. 

Perhaps his proudest moment on 
this front came when Berkeley traveled 
to Amador Valley on Nov. 1 with the 
EBAL title at stake.During this game, 
referees stopped action twice, citing a 
disruptive Berkeley sideline. Police and 
a police dog were called to the sideline 
in an attempt to quell an apparently 
already subdued collection of players, 
statisticians, and reporters. 

Afterwards, Martin bristled at the 
treatment his team seems to always 
receive when it goes on the road. “Rac- 
ismis the white man’s disease,” Martin 
said then, “It’s hard to know who’s 
infected.” 

Berkeley lost at Amador, and its 
record stood at 5-3. Martin said if his 
club won its last two games, he would 
apply for an at-large bid to the NCS 
playoffs. It did, whipping Monte 
Vista,36-13, and California, 30-6. 

But an unexpected thing happened 
on the Jackets way to a 7-3 record, and 
a spot in the postseason. Officals ruled 
two Jacket transfers ineligible, forcing 
Berkeley to forfeit six wins. Finally, 
just hours before Friday’s game against 
Antioch, Martin won an appeal of the 
decision before an NCS committee.’ 

“We won in court today, then we 


won on the field,” Martin said after the 
Antioch game, “Now we're the best 2- 
9 team in the country.” 

But still, any elated feelings the 
coach and his players gained from the 
playoff win were tempered by a linger- 
ing sadness over the near fatal car acci- 
dent of starting quarterback Larry 
Young the day before the regular sea- 
son final against California. 

Young, driving teammates Cornejo 
and Zoltan Kent, swerved to avoid a car 
which had cut him off on Interstate 
880, lost control and flipped his auto- 
mobile five times according to Cornejo. 
Cornejo and Kent escaped with minor 
injuries, but Young entered Highland 
Hospital in critical condition. He was 
in and out of consciousness for almost 
a week. He has now regained complete 
consciousness. 

Jacket supporters wore stickers with 
Young’s jersey No.14 onthemduring the 
Antioch game. The stickers have become 
a symbol both of Young's incredible 
recovery, and the strong bond this team 
has formed with the community. 

Last Friday, backup QB John 
Vogler, playing there for only the sec- 
ond time in three years, scored three 
TD on short runs, and passed for a 
fourth. Vogler, usually atightend, drew 
on instincts and his feelings for Young 
to help compose himself for the start at 
quarterback. 

“T’ m just trying to do what the team 
needs me to do, right now,” Vogler 
said, “I’m trying to just play well, be- 
cause I know Larry would if he were 
playing.”

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area’s second-rated offense, an offense 
that averaged 418.7 yards in the regular 
season, was a simple one. 

First, the rain that fell for much of 
the day, turned the field into a quag- 
mire and kept assistants on both side- 
lines busy extracting dirt and grass 
from players’ cleats. 

Second, Miramonte coach Floyd 
Burmsed gambled defensively, keep- 
ing his safeties up close to the line of 
scrimmage. 

If EC exploited the one-on-one coy- 
erage of the shorter cornerbacks, the 
Matadors would have had to play more 
honestly. But whether it was the mud or 
Miramonte’s rush, Phillips rarely con- 
nected with star wide receiver Lamont 
Thompson. 

Phillips never seemed to get his 
footing in the soft dirt. The senior, who 
entered the game as the area’s second- 
leading passer with a 198.1 rating and 
an amazing ratio of 16 touchdowns to 
just one interception, was just 4-for-14 
passing for 45 yards and one TD. 

“We evaluated Miramonte on film,” 
Brown said. “We knew this wasn’t 
going to be easy. We knew they had a 
good defense. We just didn’t think they 
could stop us like this. When we moved 
the ball, they were able to stop us on a 
few key plays.” 

Brown was correct about the Mata- 
dors’ having a solid defense. The only 
EC opponent with better numbers this 
season was De Anza. The Matadors 
allowed a paltry 249.5 yards per game 


in the regular season and have recorded 
18 takeaways. Their most important 
one occurred with 3:36 leftin the game. 

The Matadors, trailing 13-10, had 
just turned the ball over on downs and 
EC was less than four minutes away 
from advancing to second round. But 
on the Gauchos’ first play from scrim- 
mage at the 50-yard line, Dyer took a 
handoff and fumbled. The Matadors 
recovered the ball on EC’s 48. 

“The ball was slippery all night 
long,” said Brown, perhaps explaining 
why Dyer, who had sure hands all sea- 
son long, lost control of the ball. 

Eight plays later and an offsides 
penalty on EC, and QB Bnian King 
found a receiver open in the end zone 
for the game winning TD. 

EC still had 13.4 seconds to go fora 
miracle, but the whistle blew three plays 
later when Miramonte sacked Phillips 
on the Gauchos’ 10-yard line. 

The Gauchos went ahead early in 
the second quarter when Phillips found 
tight end Donny Davis in the corner of 
the end zone for a 22-yard TD pass. It 
was one of the few times Phillips man- 
aged to hook up with one of the Gau- 
chos’ talented receivers. 

The Matadors narrowed the lead to 
7-3 late in the quarter on a 29-yard field 
goal. 

The Gauchos scored their final TD 
when Lacy took the second half kickoff 
at his 30, ran left to night and exploded 
down the sideline, cutting to the middle 
and ending up in the end zone 70 yards 
later. 

Lacy ended his brilliant senior sea- 
son with 1,560 yards rushing and 22 
TDs. The kickoff return was his third of 
the season.

“You wouldn't think he was the 
same player,” Caraballo said. “His tum- 
overs are way down, his shot has greatly 
improved.” 

Another reason Caraballo doesn't 
worry about Fripp’s loss is freshman 
Billy Heidi who shot 55 percent from 
beyond the 3-point line during summer 
play. “You’re shocked when he misses,” 
Caraballo said. “He must have aver- 
aged three or four 3-pointers per game. 


He’ll see a lot of playing time.” 

Two other freshmen — Eddie Smith 
and Kellen Dixon — also figure to get 
significant playing time. 

Sophomore Marlin Kelley played 
well for Caraballo last year after being 
called up from the junior varsity in 
midseason. At6-1,205-pounds, Kelley 
has the ability to play both the shooting 
guard and small forward positions. 

Another two-position player who 
gives Caraballo a lot of options is last 
year’s sixth man Jimmy Bryant. 

Three veteran players compensate for 
the leadership vacancy since Fripp gradu- 
ated: seniors Jerome Hawkins, and 
Brendon Cooke, and junior Daniel Shaw. 

“We'll miss Nate’s leadership,” 
Caraballo said. “But I think those three 
players have compensated forhis loss.”

The glass ornaments were intro- 
duced to the United States in the 
late 1800s and were immediately in 
high demand. This created a boom 
in the mold making industrylasting 
through the ’20s. 

From this period, ornaments took 
the shape of people and cartoons, 
such as, Charlie Chaplin and Betty 
Boop, and symbols of our society, 
the Liberty Bell, and zeppelins. As 


ready for painting. 

Each color was applied individu- 
ally and allowed to dry before the 
next color was painstakingly ap- 
plied. 

The whole process could take 
more than a week to complete since 
as many as 36 colors were applied 
to each ornament. 

For ideas on shaping omaments, 
the artists turned to their culture and 
religion: bells, which, according to 
legend, rang throughout the world 
when Christ was born; the carrot 
was a gift to new brides and brought 
good luck to the kitchen. 

St. Nicholas, a charitable man, 
always ready to help the needy, was 
the saint of the children. The fir 
tree, used in pre-Christian celebra- 
tions of mid winter, symbolized 
nature’s triumph over the darkness 
and cold of winter. 

The pine cone, asymbol of moth- 
erhood due to t'\e protection it pro- 
vides its seeds; and Merlin, the wise 
advisor to King Arthur. 

These were among many of the 
first ornaments to become popular 
with the 19th-century Germans in 
Franconia. 


the popularity of the ornaments 
spread, so did the skills of the trade. 

Today, top quality ornaments are 
produced in Germany, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Poland, and Italy using the 
same procedures and duplicates of 
the molds created close to 150 years 
ago andthose created in the 1920s. 

Even though the cost of creating 
a new mold, in the tradition of the 
originals is astronomical, we. are 


fortunate to have a few new. de- 
signs appear each year; these Wilts 
become the heirlooms of tomor+ 
row. 

The Germans first hung their 
ornaments on native pine trees 
which the family would cut from 
the forests near their home. Today, 
in the Bay Area, some people 
choose the fragrant Nobel Fir for

+ Avoid dark facial shadows. Use 
your camera’s flash when taking 
people photos.

¢ Use the right film, usually 400 
speed film indoors and 100 speed 
outdoors. For a good general film, 
200 speed is an excellent choice. 


* Turn on as many room lights as 
possible to eliminate red-eye. This, 
combined with the red-eye reduc- 
tion feature on many cameras, will 
prevent the devilish glow that comes 
with flash photos. 


¢ Candid holiday photos look 
best. Grandma’s spontaneous look 
of delight is better than any posed 
photo could be. 


* Move the subject out of the 
center of the frame. To make photos 
more interesting, try moving the 
subject to the side of the photo. 
Cameras with focus lock make this 
easy. 


*Subjects react better when you 
are a few steps away. Kids opening 
gifts look more natural if you stand 
a few feet away and let a zoom lens 
bring them to you.

ToniMarie Murphy from Finer 
Things had a great idea! A Board 
member of the Montclair 
Merchant's Association, she sug- 
gested that containers be placed 
on the counter of the shops in 
Montclair Village into which cus- 
tomers could deposit donations 
which would be forwarded to the 
Burn Center at Oakland Children’s 
Hospital. The program would be 
called “Pennies From Heaven,” 
and 100% of the funds collected 
would go directly to the Burn 
Center with absolutely no money 
used for administrative expenses. 
The Montclair merchants una- 
nimously approved the idea. 

On a day to day basis, most of us 
give little thought to the extraordi- 
nary care which the Oakland 
Children’s Hospital provides; at 
least not until we MUST avail our- 
selves of some of those services. 
One of the most critical areas of 
the hospital is the Burn Center 
headed by Medical Director Dr. 
Jerold Kaplan. Patti Taggart, the 
Center's Administrative Director, 
explained that many burn victims 
fall between the cracks of private 
insurance and public aid. For 
example, some insurance compa- 
nies will not pay for the pressure 
garments burn victims must wear 
to control scarring and prevent 
infection. The costs, which are 
substantial, fall to the parents. 
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Additionally, such items as video 
games and books are very import- 
ant to children recuperating from 
painful burns. The Center also 
works with the Alisa Ann Ruch 
Bum Foundation in sponsoring 
kids suffering with burns to attend 
a summer camp located outside of 
Fresno in the Yosemite Foothills. 

The Burn Center of Oakland 
Children’s Hospital is the only des- 
ignated Pediatric Burn Center bet- 
ween here and Colorado, so when 
you visit the charming Montclair 
Village shops during this holiday 
season, please make note of the 
special container and drop in some 
money.
